$1,200,000,000 military budget 
for 1950 to develop the 
French armed forces, He suid 
France's programme of mili- 
tary development falls into 
three main categorics: 


1, A five-year programme of 
aircraft construction to be submit- 
ted to the National Assembly at 
once, It will concentrate on the 
production of a small number of 
modern planos, with the technical 
help of America, Britain and other 
Adantle Pact members. 

2, A ‘tota! of 10,500 tons of 
naval vessels to be bullt in 19590, 
Including three cscort vessels, two 
submarines, 3,000 tons of amphi- 
blous craft and 1,200 tons of 
minesweepers. France expects tha 
delivery’ of an alrcraft carrler 
from the United Stutes, 

3. A drive to Improve the 
morale of officers, M. Pleven pro- 
posed to assure the stability of an 
Army cureer and a high standard 
of living and to do away with the 
ellqgues which grew up during the 
Mberation. 

The Minister also told the 
National Assembly's Milttary 
Committee that France's planned 
military expenditures for the next 
year are 18 per cent of the total 
national budget. He sald Britain 
had earmarked 23 per cent of its 
announced budget for military 
purposes, the United States 33 per 
cent and the Soviet Union 19 per 
cent. He added that about 17 per 
cent of French military expedi- 
ture will be on milltary construc- 
tlon and practically all of it will 
go to bulld up the natlon's weak 
Air Force.—United Press,

set up, because these could not 
completely exonerate two of his 
Civil Servants from possible con- 
tributory rersponsibitity 
particular disaster. 

He announces his dissent to the 
Press, rather than to Parilament. 
And fhe refusen to give his 
vensons, until pressed by public 
and political opinion to do so. 
His rensona, which are purely 
technical, contain no fresh evi- 
dence and had all alreody re- 
celved the most careful considor- 
ation by the court, before which 
he had been represented by 
counsel.’

The cold war in the West 
has moved from Western 
Germany to the satellite 
States in Eastern Europe. 
That is quite a considerable 
movement, But there is much 
more in it than that. Moscow 
is now waging the cold war 
against her own Communist 
children. And there is more 
in that, too, than the old 
story of the Revolution de- 
youring Its own. It is a 
struggle of the new Russian 
Imperialism ayainst the ris- 
ing tide of national Com- 
munism, In this quarter, the 
Western Powers have ccased 
to be the principals in the 
cold war, though American 
diplomats are being dragged 
In un preposterous charges 30 
as to foree them out. 

This is all very bad for 
Kremlin morale and per- 
haps a topic for hushed gos- 
sip among the proletariat. 
ieverything is going wrong 
for the Kremlin cause— 
everything — except China, 
That was the purport of Mr.

secondly against undue pre- 
sure from the Russians upon 
the Chinese. The play is one 
not of guns but of wits, 
weight, and will. :The West 
must bring these qualities to 
the table in full measure, for 
there is plenty of them on 
the other side of the Great 
Wall. ;

But, despite the devoted efforts 
of thousands of voluntary 
savings-froup workers, encash- 
ments continue’ to exceed new 
savings. For the period April- 
October, 1949. National Savings 
recorded a contraction—a  “‘dis~ 
naving™--of £42 miltlon, and 
this unsatisfactory trend continues. 

The story of British life in- 
surance, the most stable form of 
voluntary saving yet devised, 
fortunately {s quite different. For 
instance, In 1948, Ife ussurance 
in this country was responsible 
for a net saving—os represented 
by the frowth in the funds——of 
vo less than £120 million, of 
which £45 mililon was derived 
from industrial assurance and 
£25 million from the ordinary 
Nfe business of the threatened

One of the’ reasons -for.the 
wide divergence of opinions 
about the new regime in 
China {s that it docs, not fit 
into .any of the . ordinary 
mental pigeon-holés. 

Some people have attempted 
to ploce It In the ordinary cate- 
gory of “Communist regimes In- 
stalled with Russian assistance,’ 
In fact there Is overwhelming 
evidence that it belongs to the 
Tare category of "Communist re- 
fimes that have won power by 
thelr own strength.” 


Communist spokesmen talking 
to well-informed Chinese nue 
dicnces prgue that the only real 
help they reeelved from Russin 
was indirect; that American as- 
sistance to the Kuomintang 
would have been on oan even 
larger seale if America bad nol 
been, preoccupied with the Cold 
War In Europe, 


As the American White Paper 
shows, the Communists won be- 
chuse of better generglship, bet- 
ter organisation and better morale 
—and with captured American 
nrms—agalnst 0 Kuomintang 
army which was superlor in both 
numbers. and equipment ti the 
year of the civil war. 


Nature Of The Regime 


The ordinary categories 
also caused contusion about Ue 
nature of the regime. People 
have argued: “Communist, there- 
fore a dominant minority main- 
talning power by terrorism.” In 
fact the Chinese Communist: 
have been remarkably successful 
in winning popular support, 


have 


In the older Communist: arens 
they succeeded in producing 4 
considerable increase In agricul- 
tural productivity and ralsing the 
standard of living of the avernge 
pensant In the newer areas 
they have not yet ralsed the 
standard of living, largely be- 
cause of events outside their con- 
trol such nas an unusually bad 
harvest ond the Kuomintang 
blockade, and so face a certain 
amount of dissatisfaction, But 
they have won over a very large 
proportion of educated Chinese 
opinion, 


Nearly all the students are en- 
thuslastic supporters of the new 
regime, and the great majority of 
the intelligentsia and technicians, 
including those with foreign 
education, feel that It offers more 
hope for China than any previous 
government. They may not agree 
with all Communist policies, but 
what they want is minor modi- 
feations within the new system, 
not a change of system, 


Becouse of this widespread sup- 
port and the absence of effective 
opposition, the new reghne has 
not resorted to the unpleasant 
secret police methods that) were 
common under Kuomintang rule, 
even though = the Communists 
have little general belief In civil 
liberties, 


There are confilcung tendencies 


within the Chinese Communist 
Party. In so far us they have 
folowed their own best prin- 
ciples—that the Communist Party 
should serve the masses ‘and 
should study the facts to find out 
whnt does serve the masscs—the 
results have been very, good: 


When they have acted from ao 
blind doctrinaire application of 
Communist theories without re- 
gard for the actual wishes of the 
masses, they have made some 
bad mistakes.

Not Dependent on 
Russia 


; Although the Chines: Com- 
munist Party Is not deponient on 
Russin aa tho Kuomintang was 
dependent on America, the Com- 
munists are strongly pro-Russian, 
whereas mony of the Kuomintang 
Jenders were not pro-American. 
But to Inbel the Communists as 
“agents of Russinn imperialism’” 
is Just as confasing oa the Com- 
munist label of “agent of Wall 
Street” for mmyons who Is notl- 
Russinn. The Chinese Cotnmun— 
ist lenders certainty do not think 
af themselves as Russian agents, 


There is a real problem in 
understanding why men of un- 
doubted intelligence and Inteprity 
should bo so uncritical about the 
claims of Russian propaganda. 
But there js equally a problem 
in understanding why non-Com- 
munists of Intelligence and 
lategrity should for so long have 
accepted Chinng Kal-shek's 
claims to be a democratic leader, 
in the fnee of more direct and 
definite evidence to the contrary. 


In fact, the Chinese Commun= 
ints belleve that their pro- Russian 
allgnment serves tho interests of 
the Chinese people because of a 
perfectly honest und logical de- 
duction from extremely Inaccur~ 
ate premises avout the facts of 
Russian behaviour amd the situa~ 
ton in non-Communist countries, 


China is a very good example 
of the way in which the Com- 
munist doctringires and the anth- 
Communist doctrinaires co- 
operate very effectively in 
worsening International relnttons. 
Chinese Communist propaganda 
has certainly strengthened the 
Influence of the = extreme anti+ 
Communists {in the West. But 
the doctrinalre anti-Communists 
have been much more active In. 
providing — evidence to Bub- 
stantiate the Cominform analysis 
of the world situation, 


‘There has been a great deal in 
American policy in the Far Enst, 
and something though much less 
jn British policy, which has given: 
the Chinese Communists perfect- 
ly guod reasonn to betleve that 
they must face irreconcilable 
hostility from the West regard 
less of whetlier or not they real- 
ly represent the Chinese people.

COTTON 


Washington, December 16..- . 

United States cotton will be 
grown and marketed under 
rigid Government controls 
next year. 


Producers of the crop in a 20- 
State referendum yesterday ap- 
proved an Agriculture Department 
proposal to invoke pre-war mar- 
keting quotas as @ means of pre- 
venting surplus production. 


Y 
Quotas an cotton were Inst In 
effect In 1941. They were voted 
for the 1942 crop, but were sus- 
pended because of war conditions. 
The Department’s cotton pro- 
gramme ts designed to restrict 
plantings to 21,000,000 acres, or 
about 23 per cent less than was 
planted this year. This-reduction 
ls expected to result in a crop of 
around 12,000,000 bales compared 
with about 16,000,000 this year. 

Under the control programme, 
each farm is given ‘a planting 
allotment. Tho farm's sales quota 
{s the amount of cotton grown on 
its allotment. Sales from excess 
acres would be subject to o stiff 
penalty tax—roughtly 15 cents a 
pound or slightly more than halt 
the prospective market price. 

The approval of quotas assured 
producers of a contlnued Govern- 
ment subsidy of 90 per cent of 
around 28 cents a pound, If the 
quotas had been defeated, the 
price support for the 1950 crop 
would have dropped to 50 per 
cent of parity. 

Parity is a legal standard for 
measuring farm prices, designed |° 
to be equally fair to producers 
and those who buy the products.

The name of Rank, although 
highly respected fr. Methodlsv 
and milling circles for the last 
75 years, was not always = the 
houschold word that J. Arthur 
has mace It. 


The Rank fortune was founded 
by his father Joscph, who was 
born in 1854 in o cottage in Hull 
next to hia father’s windmill. 
Before the end of the century 
Joseph wan one of the country’s, 
leading millers and a millionatre. 


His mother died when he was 
four and lis father when he wad 
20, Starting work for his Cather 
for 1s. Bd. u week at the oge of 
14, his main dutles were aweeD 
tng the mill and carting the sacks 
of wheat and flour to and from 
the windmill. 


On his father’s death he in- 
heritead £500, and with = thin 
sinall copital started his own 
business, producing two sacks of 
Hour an hour. From this small 
beginning with one windmill he 
amassed on fortune believed te 
have been at one time second 
only to that of Sir John Ellerman 
who left nearly £ 40,006,000. 


Ife was, bowevel, & model em- 
ployer vind paid the highest 
wages In the inaustry. At all 
Umes he wan an approachable 
boss, ana, until hits org cnisation 
grew too big for him to employ 
men hitaself, he personally inter- 
viewed everybody who came for 
n job and decided whether or not 
the firm) would take him on. 


Long beture pension and bonus 
schemes were generally adopted 
ne had given his workers a share 
in the Dusiness 


tle worked bis windmull alone, 
driving lus pony and cart around 
delivering tour and collecting 
wheat, but It annoyed him to bo 
kept fdle by the lack of wind, so 
he Installed a gas engine to turn 
the millstones when his — salls 
were stil for want of wind. He 
(hus started one of the earliest 
power-driven mills in Hull. 

This wax the beginning of his 
success. Luter he foresaw the 
advantages of steel-roller mills 
over the old-fashioneu millstones, 
and rented a mill tor three days 
a week, 

In 1880, five years after he 
started on his own, he married 
Emily Voase, a Yorkshire farmer's 
duughter, who had seven children 
three boys and four girls. His 
two surviving ¥#ons are, tociny. 
J. Arthur Runk, film magnate 
and millionaire, and J. Voase 
Rank, racehorse owner and pre- 
sent head of the £ 16,000,000 Rank 
tlour-milling business.

As his fortune grew his love 
of his Church was translated 
into munificent gifts to Method- 
Ist, and by the time of his death 
in 1943 at the age of 89 he had 
bullt more than 6) churches and 
inission halls. His known gifts to 
the movement totalled over £2,- 
000,0U0, but he made hundreds of 
anonymous donatlons. 


Gnce, when his own fashionable 
churen was ‘not attracting tha 
working people, ne decided to 
bulld anether.

More Mills 


By the turn of the century ho 
pegan to think about moving to 
London Agencies he had sct up 
in London and Cardiff were doing 
so well Lhat he wanted to set up 
mils there. He moved South from 
ifull in 1904, when he was 50, 
ancdioegan work on two huge 
mills, one at Victoria Docks, 
London, and the other at Barry, 
in South Wales. 


Although by this time a very 
ricn man, he was ulways, looklug 
for ways to expand. Af‘er Lon- 
don and Berry, ne set up mills in 
Liverpool. 


He had been one of the first 
to import foreign wheat, and In 
1902 went tu the United States to 
sce the vast wheatlands. Ho 
bluntly told the Americans that 
he woula buy their wheat but not 
their flour. He did not believe 
in ‘importing manufactured goods 
which we could produce at honic, 
and ‘became a great believer in 
Protection. 

When he started buying foreign 
wheat curgués he found he had 
more thin he could cope with 
himself and so stacted merchant- 
ing wheat to other millers. The 
latter refused in time to buy his 
surplus wheat, #0 he calmly set? 
about erecting more mills. In this 
way he was later able to buy out 
his competitors! ° 

Ey no means an eccentric man, 
he had odd traits. For instance, 
he was a great believer in 
phrenology and even had a plaster 
head in his office covered with 
pieces 'of paper.

Last Big Deal 


During a strike at one of his 
mills he refused to see the union 
leader. but said he would only 
talk direct with the men. A_lock 
ut followed and in the end Rank 
won, But during the strike he 
was secretly looking after the 
women und children with gifts of 
money. 


On another occasion, when one 
af his men was arrested for pll- 
tering. he was too late to prevent 
his going to prison for six months, 
While the man wus there, how- 
ever, his wite received her moncy 
each week and Joseph Yound him 
a job when he cane cut. 


He hed un uncanry gift for 
knowing what was right, and 
although ‘he never speculated In 
wheat he always bought at tha 
ticnt price. During the first world 
wir he tried to persuade tha 
Governn.ent to hoard wheut as 
he thought pricea were going to 
soar. 

He failed to convince Walter 
Runciman, then at the Board of 
Trnde, so Rank bought the wheat 
himself, and added considerably 
to his aireedy large fortune. His 
last big deal he negotiated at the 
age of 80, when for some £2,- 
00,000 he bought a group of 
London tlour mills. ' 

Only once did his judgment fail 
him. dust before the 1914-18 war 
he was about to go to Austrin 
with his wife to take a cure. Ho 
refused to believe war was im- 
minent, and had not been there 
a tow days before he and his 
wife were interned. Six weeks 
later he was sent home jn an 
exchange of non-military pri- 
soners. 


Refused Title 


Although he had moved South, 
he never lost his affection for 
Hull. He set up a £300,000 fund 
to provide pensions for the poor, 
sick and needy, and this fund 
stil distributes some £250 a 
week. » 2 

He would not accept.a title, 
and refused all personal honours, 
excepting only the Freedom ,of 
Huil, which -he said he treasured 
more than-dnything else in the 
world. The parchment .was pre- 
sented to him in a silver casket 
modelled Ike‘ his first windmill: 

When he died in 1943 his wiil 
gfiowed: that he had left property 
valued at only £70.954. his 
fortune was given away. Milltons 
had patsed through’ his~ hands, 
milfions went to. Methodism and 
to charities, and his two: sur-

Fur Coat 


By G. WARD PRICE 


If women hed to do their 
own trapping, there would 
be fewer fur coats in Europe’s 
cities. Such coveted gar- 
ments have sometimes had 
grim origins. 

This does not apply to animals 
reared on fur farms, but it Js 
those caught in a natural atate 
that yleld the better skins. 

The coat of a wild mink ts of 
a rarer, Hghter colour than that 
of one raised in captivity, be- 
cause it ives more In tho open 
alr. 

In Alaska anyone may set a 
line of traps, but {t is the Eski- 
mos and Indians who make fur 
their main source of livelihood, 

They build solitary log-cabins 
far out In the wilds, and sell thelr 
store of skins to traders who visit 
them during the winter by dog- 
sledge. 

The glossy fur coat that gives 
ta you, Madame, the agreeable 
assurance of being so expensively 
and decoratively dressed may 
-have started its existence up here 
in the black Arctle spruce for- 
ests, when, with loud clicks of 
delight, 2 fat-faced Eskimo tound 
a silyer fox or mink or ermine, 
according to the character of your 
garment, held fast in one of his 
steel traps. 

Fur prices have lately slumped 
by some 60 per cent. This 
partly due to Russia's 
dumped several million 
worth of furs on the 
States market last, season, 
-~But when Sir Stafford Cripps 
devalues the pound the lonely 
trapper in the Arctic feels its 
effects, though without knowing

It's moinly the skill required in 
the making-up. The skins are 
sent for curing to the United 
States, where different factories 
specialise in treating the various 
types of fur. Then comes tha 
delicate task of making-up. This 
ts a skilled Industry, ‘which is 
only just being started in Alaska 
with native:labour. . . 

The various processca of ddapt- 
ing and treating the skins are 60 
complicated that if ‘one man did 
the ~whole-job- it would-take ‘him 
five weeks to make a single mink

(1) It is useless to try to make 
friends with, or win the sympathy 
of, the mass of the Great Ruasian 
peopic, in the hopes of producing 
transformationa of policy. The 
mass of the people never have 
hod, and ({n any = foreseeable 
fulure) are not likely to have ony 
appreciable influence oh the poll- 
cles thelr leaders adopt. Policy, 
both forelgn and domestic, is de- 
termined by 4 very small group. 

1) THe leaders suspect that 
those they lead are hostile, to- 
words them, and they seck to 
divOrt this hostility on to other 
figures. If the leaders were to 
fee! convinced that the mass of 
the population (er a sizeable por- 
tion of It) were becoming dis- 
affected from them and favour- 
ing some outslde power, this 
might well exacerbate the leaders’ 
fears and induce them to precipi- 
tate a war, as the most efficacious

injurjes as a result of the work 
with the cyclotron, an atom 
smashing machine, 

Last December, It wos (rst «lis- 
closed that five Amerlean 
scientists suffered catargcts be- 
Neved to have been caused vy 
radiation from cyclotrons, 

The report on the Japanese 
came from Dr. David Cogan, 1» 
Forrest Martln, and Dr, Samuel 
Kimura, of Havard Medical 
School and the University of 
California Medical , School, San 
Francisco, Their | investigation 
wos made after disclosure that 
five Amertcan = acientixta had 
suffered caturacts. They said 
that of the 10 cases of Jupanese 
cataracts, Nine were exposed at 
Hiroshima, and one ut Nagasak!. 
.The Seven males and three fe- 
males, were ail suid to have had 
normal vision before the bomb 
explosion and for some = tinie 
afterward. The symptoms were 
delayed. It Is reported that 
“the frequency of atomic homb 
cptaracts, now or to be expected 
in’ the future, cannot be stated 
at present, since = practically all 
cases of cataracts here cited, 
were discovered through highly 
sadlective methods."" — United 
Press, .
